where il is concealed. One of the things 
that will be taken in hand is the display 
of foodstuffs on the side walks, where 
conditions are often unsanitary and a 
direct menace to health. 


This kind of public health supervision 


is of great value to the city. We cannot 
put loo much emphasis upon it. We are 
only just beginning to place the proper 
appreciation upon health conservation, 
and upon laws and that kind of public 
service which prevent sickness and pro- 
mote individual and community vigor. It 
has not .been many years since depart- 
ments of health were relegated to the 
back hall bedroom of municipal govern- 
ment. Health was a mailer of personal 
lookout. The community could not be 
blamed for the ills of body and mind. 


Today, in a short space of time, we 


have made a wonderful transition. Pub- 
lic responsibility for health conditions is 
duly recognized, and we are putting 
more and more of our energies and re- 
sources into bringing conditions of sani- 
tation, hygiene and living to the highest 
possible level. With a full time health 
officer, an assistant health officer, a city 
nurse and a school nurse, Appleton may 
consider itself well advanced in this vi- 
tally essential domain of public service. 
Perhaps the next step will be to estab- 
lish a health center, which will coordin- 
ate every activity relating to health, and 
which will be equipped with complete 
laboratory apparatus. 


ATO COMPKOMISE 


The newly created railroad labor 


board has served notice on the striking 
switchmen that it will not consider their 
grievances so long as they remain out. 
Its first official announcement is that it 
(will not entertain complaints from any 
person who fails to comply with thai pro- 
vision of the transportation act enjoin- 
ing the railroads and their employes to 
make every possible effort to adjust dif- 
ferences and to avoid the interruption of 
transportation. This means that before 
' 


there can he a strike there must be an at- 
tempt at adjudication of disputes, and 
in ivalily a submission of the controver- 
sy in the last analysis, if it goes that far. 
to the labor board. 


This is an absolutely sound policy. 


The public is entitled to the continued 
functioning of the railroads. 
No right 


exists in either labor or the company to 
make the public sutler tin- consequences 
of inability to adjust wage and oilier dif- 
ferences. It is the purpose of the trans- 
portation act to remove all excuses which 
could heretofore be used to justify the 
calling of a strike or the forcing of a 
walkout. Men who strike first and Ihgu 
ask to have their demands investigated 
or approved can have no standing with 
the government or its labor board. They 
must submit tlu-ir case first and refrain 
from striking until after it is disposed 
of and a decision rendned. It will then 
be up to public opinion to compel ac- 
ceptance of the decision or to sustain 
the men in rejecting it. 


The so-called outlaw switchmen can- 


not have any standing before the board 
until they go back to work. They can- 
not have their claims investigated or 
passed upon. They have no standing, 
moreover, with either organized labor or 
the public. Tin-re is only one possible 
course for them to take- and that is to 
terminate this ill-advised move at the 
curliest moment. We do not believe the

In luimalk announcing himself as a 


candidate for the Republican nomination 
for governor. Stale Senator Hoy 1*. \Vil-

Mr. \Vilcox of course refers to the lead- 


ership of Governor Philipp in his refer- 
ences to the demand for a new deal. 
With the shifting of politics in the last 
few years the La Follette and Philipp 
factions have been brought into more or 
less close contact. There are certain ele- 
ments to which both governor and sen- 
ator appeal and which can always be de- 
pended upon to support them regardless 
of issues. If only Philipp is running he 
gels all of that vote, while if only La 
Follette is running he gels it all. If both 
are running il is divided and it is sim- 
ply a question of who gels the most of it. 


Wisconsin certainly needs u new deal. 


It should have had a new deal two years 
ago. It needs a new leaven in the Re- 
publican yeast to counteract demagogic 
radicalism on the one hand and dema- 
gogic reaction on the other hand. In our 
judgment Governor Philipp has, witting- 
ly or unwittingly, done more than any 
other one man to preserve the hold of La 
Follette on the state. And there is not 
much difference to the state whether the 
governor or Mr. La Follette is tile con- 
trolling power. Their influence upon 
our affairs and public policies is about 
the same.

Foundries are ordinarily associated with pri- 


vate initiative corporate interests, and the busi- 
r.ess of constructing and reshaping metals! 


Government supervision is usually restricted 


to administrative functions, cooperative efforts 
und scientific observations. 


So when the National Hun-ail of Standards 


establishes and operates a foundry a radical de- 
rarnir«- U taV:»-n - -ji«--rhap« the fir«t experimen- 
tal foundry conducted by t'ncle Sam and one of 
th«- l'-w in the country. 


The functions of this workshop arc twofold; 


research work and preparation of metals and al- 
lovs for the investigations of the matallurgical 
division of the Bureau of Standards, and as a 
romm<T<-ia! foundry supplying eastings in the 
construction of in-trurnents for this and other 
government laboratories. 


Conclusions have been reached, after a series 


of te.-t>, that it is feasible to obtain an alloy 
containing from 2 to 3 per cent copper, together 
with 1 or 2 per cent nickel or manganese, or 
both, which will have a reasonable quantity of 
elasticity. Such a typo of alloy, it is believed by 
• rientists, has potential value. 


The Bureau of Standards suggests mechanical 


properties for i-uch an alloy as follows: Tensile 
stn'ngth. 22.000 to 25,000 pounds per square 
inch; elongation, in two inches, not lea? than 5 
per cent. Thr supplementing of manganese'to 
alloys containing copper reduces the ductility, 
but enhances the ten«lle strength and hardness. 
The development of light aluminum casting al- 
loys is of supreme importance to the, airplane 
and automobile industries. 


Inasmuch as the melting of metals by elec- 


tricity has assumed proportions, the government 
foundry is making an intensive study of a type 
of electric melting furnace, and suggestions for 
improving other types have been offered. N. E. A.
